moved a resohition wliieli in cli'ect con 
demned the use of schooUionscs for uiei-t 
ing purposes. It was expltiiiictl by tlio 
chairniaii that application for the i-ooiii was 
made hy members of the city cuiiiicil; 
that the city council liad .always allowed 
the tiBC of llu' ]ioiico court rmuu for tlic 
holding of the board iiicetiii^'w, uoikino no 
charge for gas, fuel or jjinitor; that it w.i.s 
customary in couiilry disl ricts to |.ci-iiiit 
the u.se of .Hclioollioiises for jiolitical and 
cvory other dcscripl ion of meetings; and 
that the courtesy cxtiuided the coiiiitillors 
was a very slp^ht leiiiin for tho many 
obligations under wliicli the board Iwiil 
been placed by the city council. The 
resolution was ■withdrawn after some dis- 
cussion, and the member of the board 
WHS 8uh.so(jtiently astonislinl to hear 
through tile? coluuiiis of an e\ ciiiDg )ia|iur 
that the chairman w.i.s "di-e.-ised duwa" hy 
two of the trustees for allowing the use of 
the room. Had tlie evening Iiajiersent a 
reporter to the meeting it would have 
known that the "dressing down" was p(ire- 
ly imaginary. The control of the school- 
house i.s vested in llie govpriiiiicnt : and 
wo c.'Ui bcarceiy conceive m view of the 
fact that the hoard is under (k'ep olilign- 
tioOB to the city aiilhoi ilie.s - that the 
weather was inclement, and that, the peo- 
ple who were convoniencod by the use of 
the room reside remote from the city hall 
— that the govenuuont would interjxise 
any obstacle to the use of the room for 
municipal puqmses.

Caino, 
the L'uih delegate, ojjjiosed the measure as 
undemocmtic and wantonly destructive of 
hinnan rights, and because it set at naught 
iniinutablr |irinci|iles on ulin-h the' com- 
nion n;:'i; .1 . .;' 111,111 »-eri - lei; 1. !. -i I, ,iiiil tiij-n- 
ed thi' .Monieiiis and their i luireh over to 
"iiisati.able spoilers. ' He claimed that it 
was prepo.sl erous to talk about the Mor- 
mon blot on the civili/jit ion of tlie age. 
There was a scant probability, he .said, of 
the canker of Moriiioii j>olygaiiiy endaii- 
geriiiLT the morals of the wmbl 111 the pre- 
He'iice oi such widespread and general 
demoralizalioij of moraiH a.s ;ire depicteil 
in the Mural Statistiua published in 1882. 
In the course of a really eloquent speech 
wiiu'h coniained all llie stock argunicnls

ba.sed Were; uithoul foiindaiion, m fact 
Roed, of .Maine, touclied tlio heart of the 
mritter when lie .said it was iiseleHS to call 
the hill an assiault upon religion— it was 
an assault upon a band of men organized 
for the purpose nf oxcliisively controlling 
a tnrrilory belonging 1. the peo|,lc of tlie 
l'nited Stales.

torritory of llie I'niled States did not be 
long to ; he lirsl sijad of meii wliicli came 
and si|Uatted upon it, and said wu are 
monaroha of all we survey. It belonged 
to the United Stales and it was for her to 
say that the territoiy should not he mon- 
opolized by any class of men or any 
church. l!ut, what was p"ly- 
gamy t ho asked. It was a I'l-ime 
by the law of every sl.ite in 
Christendom ever since Christ interpreted 
tho law, and gfivo it out that man shouhl 
leave father nnd mother and cleave mil o 
his wife, and tln^y twain, "and ind .'i wlmle 
bundle," shall be one llesli. 'I'lp! niieleiiH 
of A nation was in the home, i>eopled by 
one man and ono Avoman, the one man 
loving supremely none bub her, and the 
ono woman loving pii])remely none but 
hhn.

tution, fuid Utah would be a free jieople, 
and would bu ready to enter tho union, 
lie declined to permit an ainondmont to 
the hill saying that hejwan^ ^he bill to 
pass at once, "so' tlurt 'iblie 12th of 
J.ainiary would be memorable in the his- 
tury of the country." The house Hubsti- 
Lute was then aureod to and the senate 
bill aa amended wa.s jiassed without 
division, only eight meiiibora arising to 
deinuiul tho yeas and nays. This anti- 
Mormon bill makes a lawful husbtind Id- 
wife of any person prosecuted for big- 
tviuy, i>olygaiuy or unlawful colmliilatioii, 
a compet ent, wit ness against the accused, 
and further provides for tho registration 
of all marriages, making it a miscU'iiieanor 
for any |ierson to violate the provisions 
relative to registration. It annuls all ler- 
ritorial laws providing for the ideiiliiiea- 
tion of votes of electors at any elect ion, 
and abidishes woman still'rage in I'Lali 
territory. Pidialties an? jirescribcd for 
unlawful intereonrse, and polygamy is de- 
tiiii^tl as a marriage between one (lerson 
of 0110 sux and more than one person id 
tho otiier .sex, and is declared to lie a 
felony. The financial corporations known 
as the Church of Latter Day Saints and 
the Porpetiial Phnigiation B;uid Company 
are dissolved, and tin? attorney -general is 
directed to wind llieiii up by process of 
the courts, and all laws for llic organi/.ed 
militia of the territory and llii' i-icalion 
of the Niiuvoo Legion are annulled.

While the de- 
bate was going on the galleries in the 
lleiohstag were crainmoil and the streets 
adjkcent to the house were thronged with 
people. 

London, .Taii. 11. 'riie I>inly Xnr.t. 
referring to lii.sinarcji's speech in the 
ileichst>ag, says it will have a b.-»d ellect 
upon tho poace of I'hirope, .md til, it it 
tonds to coidirm tho fe;iis that t ioriuany 
medibatos an attack upon France. 

The Telegraph thinks tho speech will 
ohill to the freezing jioint the martial 
srdor of tho Revanche party in Franco, 
and that tho utterances of both Vou 
Moltko and tho chancidlor will have a 
good efl'ect in jsresiM-ving peace. 

Tho .S7<ii'.(/an/ says: "The speeches of 
Bismarck and Von Moltko make the 
situation look, if ]>ussible, darker than 
ever. "Von Molt.ko's assurance that Oer- 
many's desire is for pe.-u e is douhtles.s 
sincere. Bismarck's possilily i« so; but 
tho Btriu'^ont iiieasiire t.iken in the en- 
doHvor t,o inaiiit.-iin peace only shows how 
prccarioiiH is its continu.uicc. 

The Times, roniarkiiig the prol)ability 
that Bismarck will be defeated, sjiys: 
"His statement is di.scouragiug both to 
those who looked to (iiTuiany as a min- 
ister of peace on the basi.s of a treaty of 
rights, and to tho.st! who ho|jed to see 
Europe graduallj- relieved of the grievous 
burden of onormous armies and increas- 
ing taxation. Ue accsathroatoned st.iirm 
and is determined to provide for the safoty 
of his own country."

A number of railway .schenios will re- 
ceive the attention uf the house of assem- 
bly during tho coming aession. With the 
oxcoiition of the proposed Cariboo milwny, 
all are the outcome of private eiiterpriao. 
The following is a list, of tlie railways 
and the sections of covnitry through wliieli, 
if eoiistrueted, they will pass: 

The Cariboo railway — This line will]iro- 
liadly runfroniAshcroftto Harkorville. The 
i^'overnniont are having a preliniinary snr- 
vey made of tho route, with a view to aid- 
uig ill it.s constnietioii.'"

AGRICULTURE AND RAILWAYS. 

Professor Frcameu the Nortliwust and liritish 
Colniuhlu. 

In the last isauo of the Mark Luiw Ex- 
piT.-is, Professor Promu concludes his valu- 
able series of articles ou tho agricultural 
systems of Canada by a treatment of tho 
agrioulturo of tibo N'orthwest and British 
Columbia. As to the former, he compares 
its area of 431,000 siptare niilos — nn area 
greater than that of Franco and tho whole 
( leriiian ompirc eonihined — with tho scanty 
|-)8, 187 .square miles in Enghind and Wales, 
and tho 121,110 square miles in tho whole 
British isles. In tho jiopulation of As- 
siniboia,. Alberta, and Saskatchewan the 
increase in four years boa been 86 per 
cent. , though tho whole Northwest terri- 
tories— oxcUisive i, e. of Manitoba— can 
boaat of only 80,000 people, a population 
less than that of any one of a score of 
towns in the Old Country. 

Of the agriculture of British Columbia 
Prof. Fxeani says it. rightly belongs tu the 
future. All tho natural features of the 
Iirovinco — its maritime position, the 
splendid serried rampart formed by the 
Rockies on its hiiidward side, its innumer- 
able struains, its smiling v.'Ulej's, its mild 
seaborn breexes, its genial and eipiablo 
climate — point to the capacity for dovolop- 
ment unsurpassed in any other part of the 
Dominion. British Columbia will repro- 
duce the sunny vineyards and peach or- 
chards of .Soulhi'i'ii Ontario, tho far-famed 
apple orcliiu'ds of Nova Scotia, tho dairy 
hoinosteada of (Quebec and Ontario, the 
wheat tields of the prairie, and the 
ranches of .'Mberta. 

In so young and sparsely populated a 
country it Ih impossible for any great 
agricultural development tohaveyel made 
itself apparont , but quick eyes have not 
been long in diaeeriiing many a coign of 
vant'igi'. Tho hills and bottom 
lands along the Fraser river af 
ford grilling of so excellent a char- 
acter that the valley is beouiuiug 
dotted with sottloiuonta, around which 
cattle and horses are thriving 1111011 the 
native herl.a','.'. In the estuary of the 
Fraspr tlii-i'c is an extuiisive area of Hat 
land, which apparently possesses all the 
capabilities of the ilyke lands uf Nova 
Scotia. It is pri.hahly as large as the 
whole of t he isk'ind of \'aiicouver, ( )ld 
pupils of my own, after acquiring two or 
three years' experience in various parts of 
parl.s of Canada, have liiially sol fled down 
near New Wi-ftliiiiiisler, at tho mouth of 

the Fi"a«or The completion 

of the groat iiiforoeeanic railway has 
swept away forever the ban of isolation 
iimlei wlueh this fair siM-lioii of lu'i' ma- 
ji'sty's doiiiiiiioiis has heen compelled to 
pass t he dii) s of its iiif;iticy The develop- 
iiieiil 111 It s agriciilt inal and mining imliis- 
tries, the ox.]>loitaliou of its forests and 
its fishories, are now rendered both pos- 
sible ami pnicticable, anil how profound 
and ell'i-clive will he the result 110 man 
' c;in .say, for, ,-it the pii'Seiit lime, British 
! Columbia is t he il.-iik horse of the Dumi!'.- 
ion of Caniid.i. 

But Professor P'reaui cannot conclude 
his series of articles without sonio special 
reference tu that s]>lciidid artery of com- 
miniication from tho .Atlantic to the Pa- 
citic, I 111 t he ciiiiiiilet ion of which a year 
ago, he pi lint s out , all the vyorld wondered. 
Tile ('aiiadiiiii I'acitie is a pioneer rail- 
way, hy which 1 moan that it was not 
draggoil iniii existence by the iinporativo 
ileiii.'Uiils of centres of population requir- 
ing railway f,-icilil ies, but that it went 
forlh holilly into the wililerness, and laid 
down a ]iiilh aloiii; which the toijiup; (inis 
of tho liiiiiiiui race iiiav liiid their way t-fi 
ahuost illiiintablo lieliis of lU'otitahle in- 
dustry. In the development of Canadian 
agriculture Ihe niilway has taken a prom- 
inent ]i:ii-t. It originally held, ruljacont 
to the line, ,-di.int lifteeii niillioii acri's of 
fariiiiiig liiiid, lunch of vvliich has passed 
into t he hands of settlers. .-Vt viiriuus points 
it has established grain elevator.s, and it 
has oti'ered, and continues to otfer, the best 
facilities at its disposid for the transport 
eastvvinl of the agricultural jiroduce of 
Ihe West. .As the main overland artery, 
the litii- has heel! t:ip]ii'i! .'it various locali- 
ties, and will in the future he debouched 
upiiii al still iimi-e, hy suhsidi.iry railw.'iy 
Ini'.'.-,, th,' i-lieci I if which will he to open 
up in.'iny fert ile irai'ts of laml, the culti- 
vation of which will yet constitute a [low-- 
erfnl fact 1 ir in I hii sources of the world's 
fooil wuiijily. The coiiqjh't ion of tlu^ 
Canadian Pacilie railway has done more 
good to consolid.ato the federation of the 
provinces of tho Dominion than could a 
liniidred acts of imrliamont,.iiid, as a great 
i 111! 11 'rial route hetween east, and west, it 
pi issesses a i)iiiiimc|-cia! ,'inil st rnt iigic impor- 
tance-, the signiticance of which has hardly 
yet been fully appreciated by those whom 
it most concenis,
